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PREFACE 


1 In 1958 I finished, and in 19601 published, in the American Oriental 
Series (Vo I 44) “The Hitopadesa and its Sources”, I analysed there the 
poetical part of this work only The review's of the book which appeared 
m the leading Journals devoted to Oriental studies convinced roe that this 
study was considered as useful, particularly as the first step for editing a 
critical text and for the reconstruction of the ur text of this katha work 

2. I thought that it would be also useful to deal in a similar manner 
with other katha works and in particular with their poetical parts which I 
call here the kavya parts* 

3. I have chosen only those katha works which w'ere composed in prose 
with interwoven verses, i e the Pancatantra, the Hitopadesa 1 2 3 , the Vikia- 
macanta, the Vetalapaficavim$atik5 in Sivadasa’s version and the 5uka- 
saptati*. 

4. The analysis of the kSvy a portions of some of these texts, and in 
particular of the Pancatantra was more complicated than the analysis of 
the Hitopadesa due to the existence of various versions of the Pancatantra 
When analysing the different verses which occur m the various versions of 
this katha work, I decided to give also a concordance of the verses in 
their different versions in clear, as far as possible, tables which intend to 
show which verses occur m the different versions and their appropriate 
places (not always in the same tales of the various versions of the 
Pancatantra)

tion which does not intend to be original, it is included as a basic preface 
to the analysis of the kavya part of the respective collection of tales only

and not as a new attempt to analyse the kathd-work itself or to advance a 
new theory as to its ur-texts. The main part of the work, and in particular 
of the Pancatantra, is to show in Annex II where the appropriate verses 
appear in the various versions of the Pancatantra 1 and in other katha- 
works, as well as in primary and secondary sources 4 5 . It is well understood 
that it is an impossible task to quote all the references to the primary and 
the secondary sources in view of the extent and volume of the Sanskrit lite¬ 
rature; it is held, however, that the coincidences quoted in this study may 
prove to be of some help for the reconstruction of the critical text of the 
katlia-woxks and, may be also, of their ur-texts. 

6. In the last column of Annex II called “Remarks” I included : (1) the 
most important references to the appropriate verses made in various books 
and articles dealing with the katha -work in question with the exclusion 
of the notes made by the editors of the critical texts (c. g. for the Panen- 
tantra made by Th. Benfey or J. Hcrtcl); (2) references to the occurences 
of the appropriate verses in the old Syriac and similar texts; and (3) pro¬ 
bable primary source of the verse; I underline here the word “probable” 
and wish to emphasize that with respect to "Canakya” I had never in 
mind actual Caiiakya’s wise sayings but only dateless sayings which were 
incorporated, probably later, in the six versions of the so-called Canakya’s 
sayings [as published by mein the “Canakya-Niti-Text Tradition” in the 
Vishveshvaranand Indological Series Nos. 29, 29(a) and 29(b)] attributed in 
majorem gloriam to Canakya. I also wish to emphasize, with respect to 
other verses, that, in principle, I never made any attempt to show in which 
way borrowing took place—whether the katha -works borrowed from the 
primary sources, or other primary sources from the katha-works, or whether 
both borrowed independently from a third. It seems to me, that it is still 
impossible to perform this task, since the chronology of the various literary 
sources of Sanskrit literature is difficult, if not impossible, to ascertain 
and the wise sayings included in them arc often interpolations and were

Felicitation Volume, Bharatiya Vidya I960 1961 and in the 
Adyar Library Bulletin, volumes 29 and 31 32, of A Venkatasubbiah on 
the Tamil version of the Pancatantra in the Adyar Library Bulletin, vol 29, 
on the Javanese version of the Pancatantra mthe Amah of ihe Bhandarakar 
Oriental Research Institute, vol XLVII and m Bijtragen tot de taal — 
land en Volkenkunde 121 3, and on the Pancatantra version m Laos 
in the Adyar Library Bulletin, vol 33, as well as the latest work of 
R Geib “Zur Frage nach der Urfassung des Paficatantra’ 8

the analysis of the Paficatantra It would have been more logical to 
present in the first part the analyses of the kavya portions of the Panca¬ 
tantra and the Hitopadda, but for technical reasons that was unfortunately 
not possible Therefore the second part of this study (which will be larger

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INTRODUCTION 


Sir Wiliam Jones said that the Hindu s claimed for themselves three 
inventions the game of chess, the decimal figures, and the method of tea 
chmg by narrative tales Most of the Indian tales were constructed for the 
purpose of instructing young princes m statecraft and practical morality 
they teach political wisdom and conduct of everyday affairs, rather than a 
strict code of morality they teach cleverness and shrewdness, rather than 
ethics they are related to nfli saslra s and artha-sastras, rather than to 
dkarma Saatra a, but they are not directly opposed to the dharma saslra s 

AU Indian collections of tales are of unknown authorship Their mam 
characteristic feature is their literary form they are usually written in 
prose mingled with sententious stanzas, gnomic verses, maxims, aphorisms 
which are not always demanded even by the narrative but they are meant 
to embellish the tale and often to impress the reader and to conduct or to 
convey in few words the gist of the moral of the tale told The tales are 
purposely constructed as a frame for Subha$ita samgraha s m which the 
authors included as many similar sententious stanzas as they knew and 
thought that the reader of the tales might like Therefore, each version, 
and often each text of the same version, later than the preceding one, con 
tains more sententious stanzas These sententious stanzas in metrical form, 
gnomic verses, maxims, aphorisms and adages form an integral part of the 
tale literature Each of the katha worts usually contains different sen 
tentious stanzas, and even various versions of the same katha work often 
contain different sententious stanzas The inclusion or omission of different 
gnomic verses characterises different versions of the same kathS work But 
often the same sententious stanzas were included in different katha works 
they were either borrowed from another katha work, or independently from 
the same primary source of Sanskrit literature or from the floating mass of 
oral tradition and wisdom of the day 

This study concentrates on those sententious stanzas which are really 
mines of practical good sense The knowledge of human nature displaved 
by the authors, the shrewd advice they give, and the censure they pass on 
human frailties—often in pointed, vigorous and epigrammatic language— 
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attest an amount of wisdom which has raised the Hindu-s to a high position 
among tlio nations of the world. 

The main aim of the present study is to find tho origin of these sen¬ 
tentious stanzas or, at least, to show what other sources of Sanskrit lite¬ 
rature contain tho sententious stanzas found in various versions and various 
texts of the hatha works. This study gives references not only to tho primary 
sources in which the sententious stanzas occur in Sanskrit literature, that 
is to sources which wero not written in ordor to quoto the texts of othor 
authorities, such as anthologies, etc., but also to secondary sources, such as 
Subhiisita-sariigraha-s, Alamkara-s, etc. Tho primary sources cannot bo 
always considered as sources from which the hatful works borrowed indivi¬ 
dual stanzas, since some of them were of later origin than a number of tho 
hatful works and since the borrowing from one or another source usually 
cannot bo substantiated and verified. On tho other hand, the secondary 
sources can never bo considered as sources from which the hatha works bor¬ 
rowed; they were however quoted in order to allow students of tho sententi¬ 
ous stanzas included in'tho hatful works and students of Indian maxims and 
aphorism in general, to study the wording in which theso stanzas were 
generally known and preserved. 

Although many treatises wero written on specific hatful works, this 
task has not been undertaken before. Knowledge of tho Sanskrit literary 
works in which tho sententious stanzas are mingled in tho proso toxt of 
different hatful works can be found and, in some cases, tho origin of theso 
stanzas may throw a now light on tho originality of some of theso hatha 
works and may, sometimes, help in determining tho time and place in which 
some of tho hatha works wero composed. It should bo pointed out that v it 
was not possible to find all instances in which tho different sententious stan¬ 
zas appeared in various sources of Sanskrit literature, since tho Sanskrit 
literature is too vast to bo fully known. 

/ 

This study does not deal with all hatlui works; in particular, it docs 
not deal with hatful works composed completely in verse, such as the Katha- 
saritsiigara or tho Brhatkathamanjarl, since theso works—in view of their 
form—do not sec much need for tho incorporation of metrical sententious 
stanzas. It deals only in five chapters with tho five main collections of 
tales : the Pancatantra, tho Hitopadesa, the Vikramacarita, tho Vctfila- 
pancaviriisatika and tho Sukasaptati. 

The Sanskrit hatha works arc undoubtedly interrelated with each other 
although their topics are, with the exception of the Pancatantra and the 
Hitopadesa which both aro animal tales, quite different. 
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The Pancatantra and the Hitopadesa, the latter being based on the 
former, are essentially fable books composed of individual animal stones in 
•which human behaviours are carried over to the animal world The Panea 
tantra and the HitopadeSa, divided into five and four distinct parts res 
pectively, are narrative units in themselves but each of these separate parts 
forms a perfect whole fitted together into the frame and introduction The 
animal stones ore told in elegant language, particularly in the Hitopadesa 
and each of them is interesting and amusing There are narrations of tales 
within the narration of other tales, one tale leading to another one This 
leads to a number of separate emboxed stories which are however weaved 
together, with considerable Bkill by the same thread of the main topic The 
creation of emboxed stones is one more characteristic feature of Sanskrit 
literature 

The Yikramacanta is a collection of thirty two, rather dull, stories of 
the throne In each of the stories one of the statuettes that adorn tho 
throne warn King Bhoja who had installed the throne in his palace, that he 
cannot ascend to the throne unless he is as heroic, or as generous, or as noble 
as VikramSditya Upon hearing the warning the king would ask the sta 
tuette to tell the story of the deeds of VikramSditya The narration would 
always end with King Bhoja being told that he could not ascend to the 
throne unless he was as benevolent magnanimous, and as heroic as VihramS- 
ditya was in the tale told When the king remained silent, though still 
wanting to reach the throne, another statuette would tell a new story At 
the conclusion of each tale the statuette would fly off In this way thirty- 
two stories were narrated 

The VetalapancavimSatika is a collection of twenty five ingenious and 
most interesting stones, narrated by a retain, goblin In this collection of 
tales an ascetic used to present annually a king with a fruit which contained 
a gem To show his gratitude, the king agreed to bnng down a corpse hanging 
from a tree and to bring it, without uttering a single word, to the graveyard 
where certain rites for attainment of magical powers were to take place As 
the king was carrying the corpse on his shoulders, a vetala, which had entered 
it, agreed to leave the corpse if the king would answer his question The 
vetala then told him a tale containing a riddle, the king inadvertently re 
plying to the question broke tho condition of silence, the vetala took ad 
vantage of it and at once disappeared, be was found hanging on the tree 
again The king went back once more to fetch the corpse and the vetala 
a^ain ingeniously frustrated the king’s efforts This process was repeated 
till the vetala has told twenty five tales. The king could not reply to the 
last riddle, and the letiila satisfied with the courage of the king, transferred 
to him the magical powers he was looking for. 
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The Sukasaptati is a collection of seventy cunning and amusing, often 
erotic or even pornographic stories. The Sulcasaptati describes the waj’ in 
which cunning women got out of embarassing situations, deceived their 
gullible and foolish husbands and even forced them to apologize for their 
suspicion. In the frame story, a merchant who had to leave his wife and go 
on a mission entrusted her to the care of two birds, the crow and the parrot. 
When the absence was becoming unbearably long for the young wife, she 
thought of finding enjoyment in the company of young men. The crow 
objected but was silenced with a threat of death. The parrot was wiser and 
permitted her to go out at night provided that she knew how to get out if she 
found herself cornered during one of her adventurous escapades in the way 
another young woman found herself in the stor} T known by the parrot. Then 
the young wife desired to hear the whole story and the parrot kept her at 
home by narrating the story till day-break. This continued da}’ aftor day 
till the husband returned from his mission. 

Although the main topic of the five collections of tales is different, 
they are interrelated. Not only a number of stories were borrowed from 
the Pancatantra bj T Niirayana for his Hitopadesa, but we find several Panca- 
tantra stories in the Sukasaptati and the Vikramacnrita and tho Yetiila- 
pancavimsatika; and the Vetalapancaviriisatikii stories in the Vikramacarita. 
Some Pancatantra and Hitopadesa stories arc found in summarised form in 
the Kathasaritsagara'and the Brhatkathumanjarl and all the Vetalnpanca- 
vimsatika stories in the two latter works; they probably originally formed 
part of Gunfidhya’s Brhatkatha. Also some stories of the •JMalmbhiirata 
are found in some hatha works. This interrelation of stories explains the 
reason for many identical sententious stanzas found in various collections 
of the Sanskrit hatha literature. 

The five chapters of this study deal with each collection of talcs 
separately and each chapter is an entity in itself. They give, in particular, 
a short description and characteristics of each collection of talcs, thoir main 
topic, their existing texts and describe different versions of the collections 
of tales; in the second part of each chapter an analysis is given of the hdvya- 
portions 1 included in these collections of tales. In each chapter, in the 
annex, all the stanzas found in the various texts and versions of tho five 
collections of talcs are compared with texts of primary and secondary 
sources of Sanskrit literature. 

The abbreviations given on the next pages were used in the present 
study :

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CHAPTER I 


ON THE KAVYA PORTIONS OF THE PANCATANTRA 

1 POPULARITY OP THE PANCATANTRA 

The Pancatantra is beyond doubt the most famous and most popular 
work of Sanskrit kalhd literature It belongs to the masterpieces not only 
of Sanskrit literature but to the masterpieces of world literature It was 
aatd that no book except the Bible, has enjoyed such an extensive 
circulation in the world as a whole, as the Pancatantra 1 2 Over two 
hundred different versions of the Pancatantra exist, it was translated into 
more than fifty languages and was known in Europe since the sixth 
century A D 

2 AIM Or THE STUDY 

It is difficult to add anything new to the studies done already on 
the Pancatantra, jn particular by Theodor Benfey in the eighteen sixties, 
by Johannes Hertel in the beginning of the twentieth century, by Franklin 
Edgerton in the third decade of the twentieth century and by Walter 
Ruben in the nineteen fifties * In particular Johannes Hertel, who

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critically edited most of the different versions of the Pancatantra and 
collected most of the available MSs in Europe and India, spent his whole 
life studying and writing about the Pancatantra. The aim of this study 
is not to repeat what was said before and not to deal with the text of the 
Pancatantra as a whole but to concentrate on one aspect of tho Pancatantra 
only, viz. the sententious stanzas incorporated in tho text of the tales 
which, very often, are only very loosely connected with the talc itself. 
The main aim of this study is to find the origin of these sententious stanzas 
or, at least, to show what other sources of Sanskrit literature contain the 
Pancatantra stanzas. This task was not yet undertaken and may throw 
a new light on the originality of the Pancatantra and the time when the 
different versions of the Pancatantra were composed.

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3 STYLE OF THE PAifCATANTRA 

The Paficatantra, as most other works of Sanskrit katha literature, 
was composed in prose, this prose text was intersperced with a number of 
verses, sententious stanzas, which deal either with royal polity, or worldly 
wisdom, or contain moral, religions or philosophical thongbts, some verses 
are also narrative verses which, usually, either preface or close the tale 
some of them are summarization stanzas of the moral contained m the tale 
and/or are nsed as a connecting link with the next story The existence of 
these verses gave rise to the belief that the Paficatantra was once written 
m verse and that only later its style changed This theory is abandoned 
by now, but cannot be discarded completely There are some interpolated 
tales, not original to the Pancatantra, which were composed in verse in its 
entirety, e g the tale of the self sacrificing dove (PP III 8, PtsK III 7, 
PU HI 5, PM and PVR HI 9, PRM ni 10, PDC in 8 PPY IH 6, 
PD IH 7, PNG in 5), this tale written in verse was borrowed from the 
Mahabbarata (12 143 7) 

* SENTENTIOUS STANZAS IN THE PANCATANTRA 

The Paficatantra consists of the text in prose and mingled in 
sententious stanzas which form an integral part of the Paficatantra The 
insertion of sententious stanzas in the prose text of tales is entirely an Indian 
creation We find these inserted stanzas in the older, as well as younger 
versions of the Pancatantra The insertion of different sententious stanzas 
in the prose text of the various texts of the Pancatantra brings about the 
differentiation between the various versions of the Pancatantra In the 
older versions the number of sententious stanzas 13 much smaller than in the 
younger versions, m the latter versions many new stanzas, which often do 
not go well together, were added in order to form a Subhasita samgraha, 
as extensive as possible The oldest Paficatautra version, the Tantra¬ 
khyayika, has only 537 stanzas, while some texts of the textus nmplxaor 
version have up to 1134 stanzas (eg PtsK), the critical edition of the 
Purpabbadra version has 1018 stanzas Not all stanzas found w the 
Tantrakhyayika version are found in other versions of the Paficatantra, 
nor, certainly, all stanzas of the other versions are included in the 
Tantrakhyayika version, but it can be assumed that most of the 
Tantrakhyayika stanzas are original to this version, although they are not 
always original in the general sense of the word, many of these stanzas 
were borrowed from other works of Sanskrit literature e g the Mahabharata, 
the Ramayana, Kautilya's ArthaSastra, etc , but it is very difficult to 
prove their origin They were most often, even if found in other works 
of Sanskrit literature, not borrowed directly from them, but more likely 
from the floating mass of oral tradition 
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As to other stanzas found in the various versions of the Pancatantra 
it is impossible to determine which of them were composed by the author 
of the various versions of tho Pancatantra. This study may to somo 
degree prove which of tho stanzas incorporated in the various versions of 
the Pancatantra arc not original stanzas to the Pancatantra and show the 
source of them. 

r>. VERSIONS OF THE r AN CAT ANTIt A 

It is generally assumed that the Pancatantra exists in four distinct 
versions of which all the original texts are lost. 

A. The Pchlevi Version and its Offshoots. Tho first version was 
based on an uncxisting text which was translated by the physician Burzoe 
under the patronage of the Sassanian king Chosro~s AnushTrwan (531-570 
A. D.) into Pchlevi, probably by 570 A. D. This text is also lost but its 
contents is known to us from an Old Syriac and an old Arabic translation. 
The Old Syriac translation made by a Syrian priest name Bud is known in 
part only, while one of the translations into old-Arabic by Ibnul-Muqunffa 
made around 700 A. D. and entitled Kfillla va-Dimna (later railed Fables 
of BidpaT) was the basis of all tho translations and adaptations into 
European languages. In particular a new Syriac translation was made 
from the Ivallla wa-Dimna, probably in tho eleventh century A.D. Also 
in tho eleventh century Syincon Seth made from tho samo source a 
Greek translation from which the Italian by Giulia Nuti, one German and 
some Slavonic translations were made; also basing himself on tho same 
old Arabic translation Rabbi Joel prepared in the twelfth century a 
Hebrew translation which was the basis for the Latin translation by 
Johannis di Capua (in the thirteenth century A. D.); from this translation 
A. von Pforr made a German translation in 14S3 A. D.; from the Latin 
translation emanate the Spanish and two Italian translations and from one 
of the Italian translations French and English translations were made. 
In 1142 A. D. Abu’l Maali Nasrallilh ibn Muhammad ibn 'Abdal-HamTd, 
brought about a Persian translation entitled Kitab Ivallla wa-Dimna. 
The latter translation was the basis of the East-Turkish translations and 
adaptations, in particular the Persian adaptation called Anwari Suhaili by 
Husain ibn 'All al-Wa’iz, which in turn was the basis of several translations 
into European and Asiatic languages (Turkish, Georgian, Grnsian, different 
Indian languages, French, Swedish, English, German, Dutch, Hungarian, 
Malay, etc.) 

In the thirteenth century A. D. a second Hebrew translation was 
prepared by Jacob ben Eleazar from the Arabic translation. 

B. The Kasmirian Version of Kscmcndra and Somadeva. Another 
version was a lost North-Western version from which the text was 
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incorporated into the two KasmTrian Sanskrit adaptations of Gunadhya’s 
Brhatkatha viz the Brhatkathamanjarl of Ksemendra and in the Katha- 
saritsagara of Somadeva (eleventh century A D) Both these adaptations 
ore of no great importance * 

C The TantrakhyayiLa Vernon The third version is the lost text 
of the KaSmlrian version entitled Tantrakhyayika It 13 generally accepted 
that this version is represented by a shorter sarada text, the Tantrakhyayika 
published by J Hcrtel 1 and two longer texts, two Jama Recensions, viz 
the textus stmpltcior, edited by G Buhler and F Kielhom 3 4 5 6 and the 
textus omahor, called Pancakhyanaka of Pumabhadra dated 1190 A D , 
edited by J Hertel* As can be seen from Annex II the two longer texts 
to which the I G L Kosegarten’s edition 7 and several other Indian 
editions 8 9 could be added are quite different texts from the Tantrakhyayika 
text The Tantrakhjayika text contains in the five books seventeen, five, 
eleven, two and two tabs respectively, while the Pumabhadra text 
contains thirty nin», nineteen, eleven and eleven tales respectively The 
number of sententious stanzas in the Tantrakhyayika amounts to 637 
while in the Purnabhadra text amounts to 1018 This shows that 
although these texts are originally based on one and the same Kalmlnan 
text, they must be divided into two different branches the shorter, the 
Tantrakhyayika, and the longer represented by the textus simpltcior 
(editions of Buhler and Kielhom, of Kosegarten, and most of the Indian 
editions) and the textus omatior, or the Purnabhadra text (J Hertel’s 
edition) The correspondence of stanzas in Annex II show that great 
differences exist between the two branches of the Tantrakhyayika version 

D The Southern Version The fourth version is the common lost 
text, of the Southern Pancatantra which is the shortest of all It is similar 
to the Tantrakhyayika version and could be considered as an abridgement 
of the latter version it was critically edited by J Hertel® An extract of 
this version w as made in North West India in the seventh century A D. 
In Nepal, a text containing the poetical part only (stanzas) was found 
This list of stanzas is almost identical with stanzas included in the

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Southern version of the Pancatantra 10 . 

0. EXISTING THEORIES ON THE ORIGIN, AUTHORSHIP, HOME AND 
LANGUAGE OF THE PANCATANTRA 

A. The main points of J. Hcrtol’s studies with regard to the origin 
of the Pancatantra, as summarized by F. Edgerton, 11 are ns follows : 

1. J. Hertcl assumed that all existing versions went back to a 
corrupt archetype which he called “t”. F. Edgerton thought that that wns 
“pure imagination”. 

2. J. Hertel assumed the existence of an intermediate archetype 
‘ K to which all versions except the TantrakhyiLyika went back and 
from which one subsection of the Tantrfikhyayika was contaminated. F. 
Edgerton thought that the existence of “K” wns “a myth” that the 
versions in question did not go back to any secondary archotype. 

3. J. Hertel assumed the existence of another intermediate arche¬ 
type N-W” to which the Southern Pancatnntra, with its relatives, the 
Nepalese Pancatantra and the Hitopade5a, the Pehlcvi Paiicatantra and 
the tcxlus simplicior, went hack. F. Edgerton thought that these versions 
vere not connected in any way with each other and considered the 
assumption of J. Hertel as “a myth”. 12 

F. Edgerton came to the conclusion that it is impossible to fix tho 
date of the original Pancatantra. He thought that it was composed laier 
than the beginning of tho Christian era and earlier than the sixth ccntmy 
A. D. in which the Pehlcvi translation was made. 

As to the authorship of the original Paiicatantra, F. Edgerton 
thought that ho was an orthodox Hindu and not a Buddhist or a Jaina. 

As to the home of the original Pancatantra, F. Edgerton disagreed 
with J. Hertel that it was probably composed in Ka£mlr; lie found little 
reason for connecting it with any particular part of India. 

As to the language of the original Pancatantra, F. Edgerton, 
similarly as J. Hertel, had no doubt that it was composed in Sankrit and 
not in some Prakrta dialects. 

As to tlie character of the original Pancatantra, F. Edgerton agreed 
more with M. Winternitz than with J. Hertel; the former was of the 
opinion that the work was intended from tho start to be a Nitisastra, that

B It seems that the conclusions reached by F. Edgerton and 
summarized above, are correct However, with regard to hi3 “reconstruction” 
of the “original” Pancatantra some doubts must be expressed The method 
employed in his “reconstruction” 13 explained on pp 49 sqq of his work 
The “reconstruction’* of the text by F Edgerton is extremely complicated, 
often several parts of one and the same word are taken from different 
texts and the whole “reconstruction” can be considared as a mosaic 
composed of various small stones which do not always fit each other also 
the choice made by F Edgerton as to the inclusion or omission from hi3 
"original” Pancatantra of some sententious stanzas leaves much to be 
desired If we study Annex II winch gives a correspondence of all stanzas 
found in the eight mam texts of the Pancatantra with F Edgerton’s

1 FORM OF THE PANCATANTRA 

The Pancatantra, the title of which is even a question ofspecu 
lation, 15 is a book of fables and stories included m five books or sections 
with a brief introduction Each of the five books or sections forma 
“a dramatic unit in itself and all five are set into and introduction as a 
frame In the introduction a wise Brahmana undertakes to enlighten three 
ignorant princes He does so by narrating them one after the other, the 
five books or sections of the Pancatantra Each of these five books or 
sections contains not only a primary story, the “frame story” but also at 
least one, and sometimes several emboxed stones, that is stones represent¬ 
ed as told by one character in the frame story to another Sometimes 
there are double emboxed stones 14 The incorporation in the main theme 
of emboxed stories 13 a charctemtic feature of Indian literature Although 
the emboxed stones detract sometimes the thoughts of the reader of the

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main theme, thoy illustrate the points raised in the frame story. These 
emboxed stories are complete stories in themselves and, if -we analyse the 
tales of the Pancatantra, we have to take into consideration each of them 
separately, even if they are emboxed. 

We find in the main text of the Pancatantra 15 , in addition to the 
Kathamukha, ninety-one stories. Not all of them are original stories. 
In order to illustrate this point a comparative taTdc of the tales is included 
in Annex I. 

8. TEXTS USED 

Por the preparation of the present stmty the following editions 
were used : 

A. Por the Tantrakhyayika version : the two critical editions by 
J. Hertcl in HOS 14 (PT) and in AGSW 22.5 (PTcm). 10 Both these 
editions do not differ considerabl}’' between each other. The latter is based 
on a MS of which several pages are missing; therefore it is often incom¬ 
plete. A description of the MSs used in both these editions is given 
by J. Hertcl in these editions and in the study about the Tantrakhyayika 
version (Vol. I) and its translation into German (Vol. II) by J. Ilcrtel. 17 

On the Tantrakhyayika version a profound study was written by 
W. Ruben, Das Pancatantra und seine Morallchrc (Ru) 18 . References to 
this study were made in the last column of Annex II. 

Another branch of the Tantrakhyayika version 18 is the textus ornatior 
and the iexlus simplicior. These texts, though bnsed on the Tantriikhyii- 
yika version were greatly expanded from the original; not only the number 
of sententious stanzas is much greater than in the Tantrakhyayika, but 
also a great number of new talcs with new sententious stanzas, was added. 
The text used is the Paiicakhyanaka of Purnabhadra (PP) critically edited 
by J. Ilcrtel in HOS IP 0 and the non-critical editions by G. Bidder and 
P. Kielhorn (Pts)- 1 and Io. Godofray Ludov. Koscgarten (PtsIC) 22 . The 
two latter non-critical editions do not differ greatly from each other, but 
the PtsK edition stands nearer to PP than the Pts edition. While the

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PP edition contains 1118 stanzas, the Pta edition contains 1024 and the 
PtsK edition 1134 stanzas J Bertel considered the PtsK edition as 
worthless**, but since this edition is well known in Europe and often 
referred to (eg by 0 Bohthnk m his Inducke Spruehe) and contains the 
largest number of stanzas, it was also taken into consideration in this 
study The two non critical editions were also taken into consideration, 
because the text, the tains stmplictor, to which both these texts belong is 
the most prevalent in India and this text is generally considered as the 
text of the “genuine’ Paficatantra 

The texts of the textus ornatior and textus stmphcior were written 
by Jamas (the textus ornatior was written by a Jaina monk Purnabhadra 
in 1199) between the ninth and twelfth century A D but none of the texts 
reveals clearly any particular Jama tendency To the Jama recension 
belongs also the Jleghavijaya’a Pancakhyanoddhara ( PJI) which was 
described by J. Bertel* 1 Whenever stanzas of this text were found w any 
of the main texts used m this study, they were also recorded 

The PP text was translated into English by Arthur W Ryder* 6 
That is a beautiful but free translation There exists also a German 
translation of the Paficatantra, textus ornatior by R Schmidt* 6 from a text 
in a MS form, never published The textus sxmpUcior (Pts) was translated 
into German by L Fritze* 7 and the PtsK text was translated into German 
with a very important introduction, which is a study in ltaelf of the 
Paficatantra, by Th Benfey” The textus simplictor was translated also 
into almost all Western languages and many Indian languages 

B The Southern version with the Nepalese text (PN) was also 
edited critically by J Hertel in ASGW 24 5 (PS)** and this text was used 
in the present study Two other texts of the Southern version also 
exist, these are the texts edited by Dr Michael Haberlandt (PSh) 30 and by 
H Blatt (PSb) 31 Although these two texts probably stand nearer to

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the original Southern version, than the PS text 32 they are not critically 
edited and seem to he less complete. 

In Annex III a correspondence of stanzas of the three Southern 
Pancatantra texts is given. Although the two latter Southern Pancatantra 
texts (PSh and PSb) are not as complete as the PS text, the PSh text 
contains three stanzas found in other texts of the Pancatantra than 
the PS text (PShl. 1, 1.22 and 1.117), two stanzas identical with stanzas 
found also in Bhartrhari’s Sataka-s (PSh 1.44 and IT.7S), one stanza 
identical with a maxim usually attributed to Ciinakya (PSh 11.39), 
and one stanza found in some Subhnsita-sarhgraha-s (PSh 11.68), as well as 
sixteen stanzas which could not be traced in other sources of Sanskrit 
literature (1.20, 67, 69, 135; 11.22, 23, 24, 27, 32, 62cd-63cd, 87; III.5, 42, 
OS; IV. 1 and 9). The PSb text has only one additional stanza to the PS 
text; this stanza could not be identified (IV.2). 

To the Southern version belongs also the Pancatantra of Durgasimha, 
partly edited and translated by A. Vcnkatasubbiah (PD) 33 and the 
Tantropakhyana, ed. by K. SambaSiva Sastri in TSS (TU or Ptu) 31 . All 
the Sanskrit stanzas that were quoted by Durgasirilha in his work were 
edited b 3 > Vcnkatasubbiah 35 . The edition of the Tantropakhyana is 
complete, but the number of sententious stanzas in this text is small. 
Whenever stanzas of these two texts were found in the main texts of the 
Pancatantra used in the present study, they were also recorded in 
Annex II. 

To the Southern version belongs also the text of the Tantrukhyana 
(Tantr), not to be confused with the Tantrukhyana version. This is a 
Jainistic text from Nepal. It is known to exist in two Recensions; the first 
contains only Sanskrit verses; the second, of which two texts are known 
to exist, contains the prose text in Sanskrit with Sanskrit stanzas, or a 
Newarl text with Sanskrit stanzas 36 . The Sanskrit text with Sanskrit 
verses was partly edited with an English translation by Cecil Bendall 37 .

The Southern original version is short but, with a few exceptions, 
every “original” story of the Pancatantra 13 preserved in it and, as F. 
Edgerton has proved, a large number of individual sentences were taken 
over from the probable original either verbatim or with only slight 
changes He estimated that “more than three quarters of the bulk of 
the prose found in the original is found, at least as to general sense and to 
a considerable extent as to exact language in the Southern Pancatantra” 
though this cannot be seen from the text of the Southern Pancatantra 
edited by J Hertel, since he did not nse to the full extent all MSs, in 
particular the MS a sa The same cannot be said about the sententious stan¬ 
zas, although a great number of the stanzas m the Southern version is also 
found in the Tantrakhyayika version That was the reason, that in the 
Annex II the Southern version and the Nepiilese version (which is closely 
related to the Southern version) follow immediately the Tantrakhyana 
version The Southern version and the Nepalese version stand nearer to 
the Tantrakhyana version than the longer offshoots of the Tantrakhyana 
version, namely the textus ornahor and the textus stmphctor texts 

There doe3 not exist, as far as it was possible to ascertain, any trans¬ 
lation of the Southern version Only M L’abbe J -A Dubois published a 
French translation of a Southern Pancatantra, entitled Le Pantcha-Tantra 
ou lea cinq ruses. Fables du Brahme Vxchnou-Sarma (Pans, J S Merhn, 
Pans, 1826), the original text of which is, however, not known Thi3 text

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katlia probably did not contain the Pancatantra 41 , but Ivsemondra’s Brhat- 
• kathamanjari and Somadeva’s Kathasaritsagara did. They both contain 
a radically abbreviated text of the Pancatantra or, better to say, a short 
resume of it. The sententious stanzas in the form preserved in the various 
versions of the Pancatantra in reality do not exist in these two works, but 
only traces of them can be found there. This is understandable since the 
Kathasaritsagara and the Brhatkatliamanjari were both written in verse 
and made a resume of the Pancatantra stories; consequently they could 
not bother with sententious stanzas of the original which are not essential 
to the stories told. Wherever traces of the sententious stanzas can be 
found in one of these works or in both of them they were recorded in 
Annex II. In this study the Nirnaya Sagara Press editions of both these 
works and the Brockhaus edition of the Kathasaritsagara were used. 42 

D. Also for comparative purposes the text of the Pancatantra, as 
“reconstructed” by F. Edgerton was used, although this text is an artificial 
text. It was published in the American Oriental Series, 'vol. 2-3. The 
same text in Devanagarl was published in the Poona Oriental Series, Poona 
1930. F. Edgerton provided also an English translation of his “reconstru¬ 
cted” text (AOS. 2). Recently a German translation of this text was made 
by Ludwig Alsdorf. 43

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F. Edgcrton (PRE); the next two columns refer to the Southern Fancntan- 
tra (PS) and the Nepalese text (PN). 

In order to study the originality of the individual tales the first 
eleven columns 09 should be primarily consulted. If a tale is found in tho 
Tnntrakhyiiyika text and the texts which are offshoots of tho Pehlcvi text, 
it is most probable that they were original tales of tho Poncatantrn, 
irrespective of the fact whether they are found in the texts which are 
offs!loots of Gunadya’s Brhatkatha, or not. However, if they arc found in 
one or both texts of this group, the proof of its authenticity seems to be 
confirmed. The same refers to the texts of the Southern version. 

The next three columns refer to the icxivs ornatior (PP) and the two 
texts of the text its sitnplicior (Pts, PtsIC), that is to the separato branch of 
the Tantrakhyayika version. These three texts contain a great number 
of new talcs which were probably incorporated later in tho Paiicatnntrn. 

The next fifteen columns which refer to eighteen texts form a second 
part of this table of correspondence; they do not contain all tales included 
in these texts but only those tales which are found in any of tho fourteen 
main texts registered in the first eleven columns. Tho second part of tho 
table of correspondence has to illustrate to what extent tho tales of the 
main texts of the Pancatantra formed tho basis for the future development 
of tho tales in Indian texts. This second part of the table of correspon¬ 
dence (fifteen columns) can be divided into two groups: (a) tho texts 
closely connected with tho Tnntrukhyayika version; tho Icxivs ornaiior and 
the tcxlus simplicior branch (PM, PVR, PRM, PDC, PU, PPL, PPY, PNG, 
PBB, PPV, PNP); and (b) texts closely connected with tho Southern 
Pancatantra (PDS, PX, Dubois’s Pancatantra, PD and Tantr. 

B. If we analyse the table of correspondence and in particular the 
first fourteen columns, we come to tho conclusion that eight stories, viz.

lextus ornattor and I 18 in Pts and PtsK) the Good that makes Bad and 
the Bad that makes Good (I 20 not found in the lextus timpltetor), the 
Wise Foe or the Foolish Friend (I 30), Mr What Fate Ordains (II 5), the 
Jackal and the Bull’s Cod (II 7), Mice that Rescues an Elephant (II 8, not 
found in Ptsand PtsK), the Serpent and the Ants, the Gold giving Serpent, 
the Gold giving birds, the Self sacrificing Dove, the Prince with a Serpent 
in his Belly, the Bird whose Dung was Gold, the Cuckold’s Revenge (III

11. THE KAVYA PORTIONS OF THE PANCATANTRA 

A. Description of Annex II. As stated above, various versions of the 
Pancatantra contain different sententious stanzas; this phenomenon is one 
of the criteria for assigning a Pancatantra text to one or another version. 
Nevertheless, a number of sententious stanzas occur in all or some versions 
of the Pancatantra. The main aim of this study -was to find, as far as 
possible, the origin of the sententious stanzas incorporated in the various 
texts of the Pancatantra and to find their correspondence in various 
versions. Por this purpose, Annex II was prepared; it deals exclusively 
with the havya -portions of the Pancatantra and notes all verses found in 
the main texts of the Pancatantra, i.e., in the Tnntrfikhyayika version 
(texts PT and PTem), in the Southern version and the Nepfilese text (PS 
and PN), in the tcxlus ornatior and tcxlus simplicior, texts being a separate 
branch of the Tantrakhyayika version (PP, Pts, PtsK) and in the artificial 
"reconstructed” text of the Pancatantra prepared by F. Edgerton (PRE). 
Whenever a stanza quoted in one of the seven texts mentioned above 
appears also in some Pancatantra texts which are offshoots of these texts, 
e.g. PM, PD, Ptu, Tantr, etc. they were marked in the column “Other P.’\ 
The table was prepared in such a way as to show where the same stanza 
appears in different version of the Pancatantra. The longer versions, i.e. 
the tcxlus ornatior and the tcxlus simplicior, being a special branch of the 
Tantrakhyayika version (PP, Pts, PtsK) contain a great number of inter¬ 
polations. In order to show these interpolations as clearly as possible, 
stanzas found in these texts and not found in the Tantrakhyayika version 
proper and in the Southern version (and the Nepalese text) were inserted 
in the appropriate places between the stanzas found in the latter texts. 

Annex II was divided into tanlra-s. Each ianlm was subdivided into 
stories. As stated above, many stories, in particular in longer texts, were 
interpolations. The same system as was adopted for Annex I was also 
adopted for Annex II for the presentation of the Tcavija portions of the 
different stories. A great number of stories are emboxed stories 7C and are 
preceded and followed by a number of stanzas (some of them summarising 
stanzas 70 ) which belong to the preceding or succeeding stories or to the 
frame stories. It was often difficult to decide whether the last stanza 
belongs to the story itself or to the frame storj 7 , but as far as it was possi¬ 
ble, the stanzas belonging to the story itself, often to the emboxed story,

the decision was often arbitrary 

The second part of the Annex II, 1 e the five following columns, show 
as far as possible the origin of the sententious stanzas or at least in what 
other places of Sanskrit literature these stanzas can be found The first of 
these columns refer to stanzas also found among maxims usually attributed 
to Canakya, the second refers to stanzas found in hatha works, other than 
the Paficatantra, e g the Hitopadesa, Sukasaptati, VetalapancavimSatika, 
Vikramacanta, etc , this column usually does not show the origin of the 
Paficatantra stanzas, since the 'other hatha works were usually based on 
the Paficatantra and pot vice versa, the third column refers to other 
primary sources, which sometimes were the probable primary sources of 
the Paficatantra stanzas, particularly the Mahabharata, the Ramayana, 
Kaujilya’s Artha§2stra, etc , the fourth column refers to secondary sources, 
in particular to the most important Suhhajita saiiigraha s, Alamkara s, 
etc , these sources can never be considered as primary sources for the 
Paficatantra stanzas The last column, called Remarks* contains assump 
tions as to the probable primary source of the Paficatantra stanzas, refer 
ences to the offshoots of the Pehlevi vers on to sources of so called "Greater 
India” by which the Paficatantra stanzas were borrowed and other refer 
ences to particular studies m which the respective stanzas were discussed, 
eg W Ruben’s Das Pancatantra und seme Morallehre, JSAIL, Venkata- 
subbiah’s Paficatantra Studies, etc 

B Originality of the havya Portions of the Paficatantra Unlike senten 
tious stanzas in other works of the hatha literature, the sententious stanzas 
of the Paficatantra were often composed by the author or authors of the 
particular versions of the Paficatantra or were borrowed from the floating 
treasure of wise sayings usually not well known Therefore, it was more 
difficult in the case of the Pancatantra’s sententious stanzas than in the 
case of sententious stanzas of other hatha works to come to the conclusion 
from what primary sources they were borrowed, the number of sententious 
stanzas original, at least to the older Paficatantra versions, was substan¬ 
tially higher than the number of sententious stanzas original to other 
hatha works 

O Numbet of Sententious Stanzas in the Paficatantra The number 
of sententious stanzas in the Paficatantra is high We find in the eight 
main texts used for this study 1710 different stanzas and if we add the 
additional stanzas from Annex III — 1755 different stanzas (1947 minus 
192), of which 1613 (1755 minus 142) are didactic stanzas Of these 1613 
stanzas however, as many as 1086, are not found in any primary sources 
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The distribution of stanzas according to tantra-s is as follows :

D. Canakya's Stanzas. If we analyse Annex II, and accept that the 
so-called Canakya’s stanzas were composed prior to the Pancatantra text, 
we see that the probable main source of stanzas quoted in all the texts of 
the Pancatantra were the maxims usually attributed to Canakya which 
arc found in various collections of Canakya’s maxims. We find in the texts 
consulted 251 stanzas which also occur among collections of Canakya’s 
maxims. 

PT Km. 2, PS Km 1, PN Km 1, PtslC Km 2 and PRE Km 1 con- 
tain an invocation to Canakya, along with Mann, Vacaspati, Sukrfl, Para- 
Sara and his son. This invocation is missing in the PP and Pts texts, bnt 
Pts in the first sentence of the prose text contains an invocation to Manu, 
Brhaspati, Vyasa, Valmiki and other poets of the old times and to the 
Great poets; it omits Canakya, since at the time of the composition of the 
Pts and PP texts the main teacher of ntti was Kamandaki. 

It is generally accepted (J. Hertel, A. Hillebrandt, M. Winternitz, 
P. Edgerton and others) that Canakya mentioned in the Kathumuklia of 
the Pancatantra is identical with Kautilya, the author of tho ArthaSastra. 
It is true that Kautilya, Visnugupta and Canakya are tho same person 70 , 
but Canakya was considered as the moralist, the author of ethical—from 
the Hindu point of view—maxims, while Kautilya was considered ns the

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* crooked , the author of the Machiavellian ArthaSastra Therefore it is 
believed that Canakya mentioned in the invocation was the teacher, the 
moralist the author of very popular collections of maxims never ascribed 
to Kautilya but to Canakya only and not to the crooked Kautilya, author 
of the Arthasastra 80 

Of the two hundred fifty one stanzas identical in the Paficatantra 
texts and among maxims usually attributed to Canakya, one hundred 
twenty eight are not found in the Tantrakhyayiha, most of the stanzas 
found in the younger versions of the Pancatantra were probably borrowed 
by the compilors from the so called Canakya s maxims Although the date 
of the composition of the various collection of Canakya s maxims and the 
six versions of Canakya s maxims 81 is not known it is known that one text 
of the Canakya raja ntti sastra version viz the Tibetan Canakya-raja mti 
lastra 82 was translated into Tibetan and included in the Tanjur by Bin 
chen po who lived in the second half of the tenth century A D The stanzas 
included in this particular text were therefore well known in the tenth 
century AD 83 Tnirty eight of these maxims are identical with the various 
texts of the Paficatantra and the Tibetan Canakya raja mti sastra (CRT) 
(only one Paficatantra text with the number of the text and stanza is given, 
the other texts are marked with X if they also contain the same stanza)

E Stanzas tn Other Primary Sources Other primary sources for the 
sententious stanzas of the various versions of the Paficatantra were the 
JIahabharata with 117 stanzas, plus three stanzas from the Harivamsa, 
of which 59 plus two are not found in the Tantrakhyaj ika texts® 3 , 
Kamandaki’s iSitlsara with 46 stanzas of which none 13 found in the 
Tantrakhyayika text, the Manava dhannasastra with 20 stanzas of which 
12 are not found in the Tantrakhyayika texts, the Ramayana with 19 
stanzas of which 7 are not found in the Tantrakhyayika texts the Kautilya’s 
Arthasastra with 8 stanzas of which all are found in the Tantrakhyayika 
texts the Yajfiavalkya smjti with 6 stanzas of which none are found m 
the Tantrakhyayika texts It 19 very probable that these sources were 
the primary sources of the stanzas included in the different Paficatantra 
texts With regard to the Pancatantra stanzas borrowed from the Rama 
yana it is worth noting that PT III 82 (PTem III 71 and the textus 
arnatior and textus simpltcior branch of the Tantrakhyayika PP III 178 
and 197, Pts III 163, PtsK III 208 and 230) and the lost Pehlevi text 
(VI 52) is found exclusively m the N W version of the Ramayana (6 41, 
15) (MSs Sarada Si, Newan ft 2, Devanagan Di—4 6 8 12 13) while the 
Southern and Bengali versions of the Ramayafla entirely omit thi3 stanza 
This seems to prove that the oldest texts of the Paficatantra, the Tan 
trakbyayika and the Pehlevi texts borrowed this verse from the N W 
version of the Ramayana this may be an additional proof that the Tan¬ 
trakhyayika and the Pehlevi texts were prevalent in N W India or were 
composed there 

F It was possible to find quite a number of other sententious 
stanzas in other work3 of Sanskrit literature, some of them composed 
probably as early as the fourth century A D However, particularly as far 
as older versions of the Paficatantra are concerned, it is impossible to prove 
whether they were borrowed by the compilers of the Paficatantra texts 
from those sources or vice versa, or whether they were independently 
borrowed by the compilers of the Paficatantra and authors of the various 
Sanskrit sources from the floating treasure of wise sayings It ts however 
most likely that such sources as the HitopadeSa, and to a lesser degree 
the Yikramacanta, the Sok&saptati, the Vetalapaficavimsatika and the 
Sladhavanalakatha borrowed from the Pancatantra The stanzas also 
found m the Garuda purana are all from the Bfhaspati sambita of this

The list of various Sanskrit primary sources 60 in which the Panca- 
tantra stanzas also appear is certainly impressive, although does not prove 
very much; many of them wore composed Inter than the Pancatantra and 
many of them borrowed from the Pancatantra and not vice versa. 

However, it may be assumed in some cases, in particular when we 
deal with younger versions of the Pancatantra (but not exclusively), that 
some sententious stanzas included in various Pancatantra texts were bor¬ 
rowed directly from some primary sources of Sanskrit literature. These

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11. THE PASCATANTRA AS A SUBHASITA-SAlilGRAHA 

The great number of sententious stanzas in the different texts of the 
Pancatantra proves that the Pancatantra, which was prepared as a very 
interesting and attractive text book of ntti for princes, was construed as a 
Subha?ita-samgraha. M. Winternitz lias shown that in the Tantrakhyayika 
and in the Icxlus simplicior the sententious stanzas were divided as 
follows 89 :

INTERPOLATIONS j 

A. The sententious stanzas and maxims were collected from various 
sources, so as to make the Subhasita-sariigraha, embodied in the tales, as 
complete as possible. The oldest versions contained comparatively loss 
sententious stanzas than the younger versions. Each new compilor (or 
scribe) of the Pancatantra added now sententious stanzas which ho hap¬ 
pened to know and which in his opinion suited the story and could havo 
been liked, in his opinion, by the reader. We can trace these additions, in 
particular in the younger versions of the Pancatantra, tho textns omalior 
and textus simpltcior branch of tho Tantrakhyayika. E.g. such inter¬ 
polations are stanzas : Pts 1.4 to 1.20 (PtsK 1.4 to 1.24); 1.26 to 33 (PtsK 
1.32 to 39); I. 37-42 (PtsK 1.43 to 48); 1.80 to 93 (PtsK 1.92 to 105);

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169, II 196 to 198' Only interpolations in larger gronps are mentioned 
here, we find however in the longer texts very often single interpolated 
sententious stanzas which are often particularly suited to the story or which 
contain a similar thought as the preceding or following stanza (e g. PtsK 
I 235, 345 346) But this is not always the case, e g PP inserts stanza 
I 143 which 13 not well suited in the place chosen by the compilor of the 
Pancatantra text A similar, but better suited stanza was inserted instead 
in Pts (I 186) 

We find also, particularly in the longer texts of the Pancatantra, the 
same stanzas in two or even three different places m the same text, this 
seems to prove that either interpolations were made by a not too careful 
compilor or by two different compilorB or Bcnbes 

Often the interpolated stanzas in the longer texts of the Pancatantra 
are not found in other sources of Sanskrit literature, these stanzas were 
probably borrowed from the floating treasure of oral tradition, but some 
of them could have been composed by the compilor(s) of these texts 

B Some interpolations can be traced to a particular source, e g 
Pts I 141 to 143 (PtsK 157 to 169) occur also in the Mahabharata 
(12 38, 15 to 17) Pts I 183 to 186 (not found in the PtsK text with the 
exception of the last stanza—PtsK I 200) occur also id the Maha¬ 
bharata 13 30, 6 to 9, or PP III 45 to 47 (Pts III 54, 55, 59, 60, 
PtsK III 51 to 53) occur also in the Mahabharata 5 35, 62 to 64 (The 
compilor of Pts* 0 was somewhat mixed up MBh 5 35, 62 was included 
in Pts III 64 and III 60, MBh 6 35, 63 was included m Pts in 59 and 
MBh 5 35, 64 was included in Pts in 65) PT I 68 also occurs in MBh 
(5 32 96) but only this stanza is quoted and not the preceding stanza 
5 32,95 without which the sense of the whole quotation is distorted 

PT II 52 and 63 are also interpolations, these stanzas occur also in 
MBh 12 8,19 and 18, in PS and PN (II 30 and 31) which are identical 
with PT II 52 and 63 these stanzas are rightly transposed, here we can 
clearly see that these two latter texts interpolated the two stanzas from 
the Mahabharata and in the proper order 

C. The beginning of PT is partly based on Kaufilya’s ArthaSastra,

S7-S (not 
found in Pts) are identical with Bhartrhari’s Satakn-s: PP H. 7S-9 are 
identical with two sententious stanzas in tho Mfcchakatika; Pts I. 135 to 
147 (PtsK I. 150 to 163, PP I. 105 to 110) are identical with some ad¬ 
ditions in the Paficatantra texts with VCsr VI. 0 to 16. Also Pts IT. 45 to 
40 (Ptslv II. 49 to 53, PP II. 39 to 41, PM II. 10 to 12) are identical with 
some additions in the Paficatantra texts with VCsr 19.2 to 5. It seems 
quite certain (although there are some exceptions) 91 that the Vikramacarita 
borrowed from the Paficatantra and not vice-versa, since all Pts (PtsK) 
texts are identical with the Vikramacarita text while not all Pts texts are 
also found in PP; and since Pts (PtsK) contains in the passages mentioned 
above additional sententious stanzas not included in the Vikramacarita. 

These are only few examples of interpolations and the most striking 
ones. Additional examples can be seen from the analysis of Annex IT. 

This annex 92 which concentrates on parallel stanzas in the different 
Paficatantra texts and other sources of Sanskrit literature, if studied 
carefully, can be of guidance for the reconstruction of the nr-Pancatantra. 
However it must always be remembered, as P. Edgerton clearly stated 95 
that there is no version of the Paficatantra that does not contain both 
omissions and insertions, be they deliberate or accidental. Some versions 
tend more or less strongly in one direction, some in the other, but none 
is consistent.
